"Ges version of his inventiveness will have it 
that, being a devout lover, he took a pique at 
the "attention his inamorata kept upon her 
knitting-needles while he was urging his court- 
ship; but another story pictures him with 4 
thrifty wife, eager to assist their joint support 
by knitting stockings, and whose labours he 
wished to lighten. But his efforts to start a 
national industry from this nucleus failed by 
reason of Queen Elizabeth's wnt? to it. 

arson Lee's disappointments in this con- 
ia Faaath, stich was the de- 
pression he sank under ; but a brother of his 
persisted with his machine till it did win 
national recognition—so much so that its use 
became a fashion, which set the Court painters 
rtray men and women of quality with 
little models of the stocking-frame suspended 
round their necks. 

There was little or no change in its form 
until 1768, when Hammond, a frame-knitter at 
Nottingham, examining the broad lace of his 
wife’s cap, thought that he could produce 
something similar with his machine, and did 
achieve, not lace, indeed, but a species of 
knitting in running, loops like that which at 
a later was given the name “ Brussels- 
ground.” In 1777 Else and Harvey introduced 
at Nottingham their pin or point- -niet machine, 
soon improved so that the “‘ barle -corn,’' 

"and ‘‘spider-net’’ appeared succes- 


‘ square, 
sively. 

Still, the much-desired solid net had not 
heen evolved: it was only knitting which 
ravel-out at a breaw. A knitter’s and a 
weaver’s mechanism had as yet to be oom- 
bined. This came through the invention of 
the warp or chain machine, for which the 
credit is disputed by three Englishmen and a 
Fleming named Vandyke (not the great 
painter), who sponsored the term now applied 
to all indented edges. The machine in ques- 
tion was then improved so as to make that 
Mechlin-net which gave it the name it kept. 
It classed as the best lace-machine thus far, 
yet it yielded a fabri¢ of too great elasticity.

The industry he had borage into full work- 
ing order had an access growing-pains a 

recise one hundred years ago: in 1825 all 
Nottingham went delirious over what is known 
as the bobbin-net: fever. It marks one of the 
sensational episcdés in industrial history. John 
Heathcoat’s patent for manufacturing bobbin- 
net had just expired, and in its fourteen years’ 
run had brought the wage for hand-wrought 
lace below subsistence level in these Three 
Kingdoms, so much cheaper by comparison 
was.a machined substitute : and now the prices 
of this latter were falling in proportion as pro- 
duction increased. Still for a while the de- 
mand was immense, and Nottingham frames 
furnished general supplies tc a public includ- 
ing whole classes who till then could not have 
ho E = treat themselves to lace in any form.

mercial men, but also clergymen, lawyers, 
doctors, practitioners of every kind; artisans 
deserted their own trades for work at lace- 
frames of which they were part-proprietors or 
whole. They could thus earn twenty, thirty, 
or even forty shillings a day. 

Their city, with Loughborough and adjoin- 
ing towns, became the scene of a mania, which 
from endemic threatened to become epidemic, 
and got complicated by a multitude of would- 
be inventors, many of whom went outright 
crazy over their efforts to improve Heathcoat’s 
machine: night and day their thoughts 
whirred with bobbins, pushers, lockers, point- 
bars, and what not of a business they vainly 
schemed till not a few in despair committed 
suicide. But meanwhile the industry was 
settling to its natural level and volume of 
output.

FLOWERS

1. Fix all long-stemmed flowers in high and 
commanding-looking vases. 

2. Fix short, heavy flowers in bowls or low, 
open. vases. } 

3. As a rule, only one kind should be 
placed in one vase. There are exceptions to 
this, but great care should be taken to avoid 
the clashing of colours. 

4. Generally ‘speaking, flowers look more 
artistic when arranged carelessly and loosely. 
A very few flowers may thus be utilised and 
at the same time look much better than when 
crowded. 

5. 'The colour of the vases should be studied. 
Do not put blue flowers in a red or pink 
vase. Great discretion is needed in this, and 
if in doubt over this at any time arrange 
them in white glass vases.

The piaintiff, in his statement of claim. 
stated that the defendants agreed to employ 
him at a standing salary of 15s. per week and 
100 per cent. commission on new business for 
the first 25 weeks and 25 per cent. commission 
afterwards, and it was further agreed that the 
olaintiff should have a saleable interest in his 
ook after six months’ employment. The 
plaintiff entered the defendants’ employment 
on the 29th December, 1919, and continued 
therein until the 27th March, 1922, when he 
alleged that he was wrongfully dismissed. He

ending 25th March, 1922. 


The defendants, in their defence, denied that 
they employed the plaintiff on the terms stated 
by him or that it was agreed that the plaintiff 
should have a saleable interest in his book 
aiter six months’ employment. ‘They further 
denied that the plaintiff entered or left their 
employment on the dates stated by him, and 
said that after the contract and before the 
alleged breach the plaintiff misconducted him- 
self by (a) wilfully disobeying the reasonable 
orders and directions of the, defendants; 
(b) habitually neglecting and ialling to per- 
form his duties; and (c) by failing to account 
for certain moneys collected by him as the 
defendants’ agent, and the defendants, there- 
fore, discharged the plaintiff from their service. 
They also stated that they were induced to 
make the alleged contract by the plaintiff 
representing and warranting that he was 
reasonably competent to perform the services 
for which he was engaged, whereas the plain- 
tiff was not reasonably competent, and the 
defendants had, therefore, rescinded the said 
contract and dismissed the plaintiff. 

Mr. Cawley (instructed by Messrs. Goff and 
Callery) appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Serjeant Hanna, Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. 
Maguire (instructed by Messrs. James O’Con- 
nor and Co.) appeared for the defendant 
company. 

The plaintiff, having given evidence in sup- 

ort of his case, was cross-examined at length 

y Serjeant Hanna, and admitted that in a 
number of cases of insured persons he had put 
wrong addresses in-the book.

WESTERN JOURNALIST’S ESTATE 

The hearing was resumed vesterday of the 
case of Hewson v. Dever, before the Master 
of the Rolls, in which Mrs. Frances Hewson, 
Ballina, Co. Mayo, daughter of the late Mr. 
is Walsh, proprietor of the 
People newspaper, Bailinn, sought to have a 
deed of April 20, 1922, made between the 
deceased and the defendant, Mr. Thomas 
Dever, journalist, declared void. The plain- 
tiff sued as executrix of the last will and two 
codicils of her deceased father, and, alterna- 
tively, asked to have the defendant declared 
a trustee of all the property comprised in the 
deed for the person or persons entitled under 
the will and codicils 

It was alleged by the plaintiff that when 
the deed was alleged to have been executed 
the late Mr. Walsh was on the point of death, 
and did not know or understand the purport 
and effect of the deed. : 
The defendant, on the other hand, stated 
that for over thirty years he had assisted the 
deceased in founding and carrying on the 
paper successfully; that the deceased re- 
peatedly stated his determination to leave the 
business and premises to him, and that the 
deceased was fully capable of understanding, 
and did understand, the purport and effect of 
the deed. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., and Mr. Carson (in- 
structed by Messrs. Bourke and Carrig) ap- 

ared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Denning, 

.C., and Mr, Devitt (instructed by Mr. P. J. 
Mulligan) for the defendant. 

The Master of the Rolls dismissed the action, 
and upheld the deed, stating that he saw no 
reason whatever for impeaching it or setting 
it aside. He was convinced on the evidence 
that the late Mr. Walsh understood what he 
was doing when he executed the deed, and 
that he thoroughly realised its effect having 


his daughter and grandchildren. There was 
no evidence whatever of undue influence on 
the part of Mr. Dever or anyone else with 
respect to the execution.of the deed. and the 
deed, in his opinion, was a perfectly proper 
one as prepared from the specific instructions 
iven by the deceased to Mr. Corr, Mr. 
Mulligan s assistant. He held that the deed 
swept away the provisions made to the plain- 
tiff and the grandchildren by the codicils, and, 
as he could find no reason whatever on the 
evidence for setting the deed aside, he dis- 
missed the action, with costs against the 
plaintiff, Mrs. Frances Hewson, stating that 
there would be no costs as against the 
children.

ACTION FOR SLANDER. 
SS Se Sa 


Before Mr, Justice Samuels and a city 
common jury yesterday the case of Kerr v. 
Higgins came on for Bow . in which the 
laintiff, Mrs. Mary Kerr, of 22 Lower North- 
rook avenue, Dublin, songht to. recover 
damages, laid at £600, from the defendant, 
Joseph Higgins, of 21 Lower Northbrook 
avenue, Dublin, for alleged slander, imputing 
unchastity to her, uttered by the defendant 
on Sth December last. The defence was 
that the words were not defamatory and did 
not bear the meaning attached to them, and 


| were mere words of vulgar abuse. 


In the statement of claim the plaintiff, 
who resided with her husband, a solicitor’s 
clerk employed in the city, stated that the 
words were shouted in a loud voice by the 
defendant from his yard next door, and were 
repeated again and again by the defendant 
in the hearing of a number of neighbours. 

The defendant, an ex-member of the Royal 

Trish Constabulary and at present employed 
as a watchman at the Midland Great Western 
Railway Terminus, North Wall, in his defence 
denied the speaking of the words, and stated 
that they did not mean what was alleged, 
and were incapable of any of the alleged 
meanings or of any other defamatory or action- 
able meaning. 
Mr. Lardner, K.C., and Mr. James Henry 
finstructed by Mr. 8. G. Rutherford) a red 
for the plaintiff: and Mr. Joseph O'Connor 
(instructed by Messrs. William Smyth and 
Son) for the defendant.

THE PRICE OF THORN QUICKS. 


The hearing concluded yesterday, before the 
Lord Chief: Justice and a city special jury, 
of the action in which Mr. William. Bradshaw, 
nurseryman, of Warrington Park, Artane, Co. 
Dublin, sued the old Local Government Board 
for Ireland to recover £359 5s., the price of 
thorn quicks and oval leaf privet supplied by 
him to the defendants for fencing at Seaview 
Gardens, Co. Dublin, in connection with a 
scheme carried out under the direction of the 
Local Government Board for thé provision of 
houses for soldiers and sailors who had served 
in the Great War. 

The jury found that Mr. Aston, who was 
employed by the defendants, had ordered the 
quicks and privet; that Mr. Aston had not 
acted under the express authority of the de- 
fendants, but that he had acted under their 
implied authority; that the quicks and privet 
were delivered and used for the purpose of 
fencing the plots; that the quicks and privet 
were necessary for that purpose; and that the 
defendants, through their. agents, knew, or 
ought reasonably to have known, that the 
quicks and privet were used for the fencing of 
the plots. 

On these findings the Lord Chief Justice 
gave judgment for the plaintiff for the full 
amount claimed, with costs; and, on the ap- 
plication of counsel for the defendants. gave a 
stay of execution till the first dav of the next 
Sittings.

THE VALUE OF LAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—In recent issues of your paper your 
correspondents, “‘Southern Landlord’* and 
‘Southern Agent,’ give imstances of “so- 
called high prices for land. The latter 
claims his case as.a ‘‘Derby  winner.”’ 
Might I suggest that these prices are in no 
way exceptional, and that, m the main, they 
show, not so much the exceptionally high 
prices of the land, as the extreme lowness of 
the rent, is me which the unpurchased 
tenant now declaims so loudly? 

May I give an instance from the County 
Galway—not in the rich County of 
Tipperary, or near any town, as '“ Southern 
Agent's' ‘‘Derby winner”? The sale of 
the farm to which I allude took place by 
public auction within the dast month. It 
consists of between 6 and 7 Irish acres, with- 
out any buildings, in a poor district about 
ten miles from any town. The farm was 
purchased some years ago under the Land 
Purehase Acts, the purchase annuity being 
£1 10s. The price given was £300, and 
£15 auction fees—amounting in all to 210 
years’ purchase on the annuity. 

To most people this price would seem 
absurdly high. The buyer, however, was 
well acquainted with the farm, having 
farmed it for several years. Let us look at 
it from his point of view. We shall sup- 
pose, as is generally the case, that his £315 
was on deposit in the bank. The Irish 
tenant farmer takes no risks with his money. 
He even distrusts British Government securi- 
ties. I wonder whether those of his own 
Government will tempt him. As the bank 
rate is now l per cent., the interest which 
he receives is £4 14s. 6d. yearly. We shall 
now suppose that the farm is worth to him 

10s. an acre for meadows or otherwise— 
say, £16 5s. a year. He, however, has to 
pay the £1 10s. purchase annuity and, say, 
Os. for taxes. His position after the pur- 
chase would be that, instead of receiving 
£4 14s. 6d. as he now does, he would have 
£16 5s., less £2 for annuity and taxes—or 
£14 5s. It is not so bad a bargain after all. 

The two factors, in my opinion, account- 
able for seemingly high prices for land are 
(1) lowness of rent; and (2) lowness of in- 
terest received on purchasers’ money.—

Some rather heavy changes are shown in 
the Bank return. The reserve is £1,400,000 
lower at Jittle over £25,000,000, a movement, 
of course, due, to a corresponding «xpansion 
in the note circulation incidental to the end 
of the month. There is an increase of 
£2,500,000 in the other securities, the reason 
for which is not apparent, \ against which 
there was a decrease of £2,846,000 in the 
Government securities, while the loss in the 
reserve was off-set to some extent by a drop 
of £771,000 in the public deposits. On bal- 
ance, therefore, the private deposits are 
£1,000,000 lower at a little over £107,500,000, 
but owing to the substantial decline in the 
reserve the proportion of the latter to the 
liabilities is § down at 197% per cent.

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THE RECORDS OF DUBLIN. |

period covered is from January, 1825, to 
October, 1831, when the city was still 
suffering from the aftermath of the 
Napoleonic Wars. The slightest glance 
at the volume is enough to show that the

early pages deal with such local matters 
us the sale of the Clonturke estate, the 
iron bridge over the Liffey which William 
Barrington proposed to erect, an inquiry 
into the state of the different markets in 
Halston street, a supply of water to be 
granted to the Meath Hospital and 
County Dublin Infirmary, a weigh-house 
to be established near the Corn Exchange, 
metal mains to be laid down in Grafton 
street in place of the wooden mains, and 


Some of the statements have a bearing 
on recent events. For example, we learn 
that ratepayers in the year 1823 were 
dissatisfied with the expensive fashion in 
which the Corporation dealt with the rates 
and taxes, and that the Corporation cur- 
tailed the expenses in the pipe-water 
establishmefit. The relations between the 
Corporations of Dublin and London were 
then most agreeable. We learn that, in 
1824, the very marked and hospitable 
attention paid by Lord Mayor Waithman, 
of London, to Dublin's Lord Mayor and 
deputation during their residence in Lon- 
don demands “our sincere acknowledg- 
ment and thanks.” There are many 
grants of the freedom of the city. It was 
granted to Charles McDonnell, R.N., for 
his gallant exertions to save the crew of 
the Rhodie of Ayr, wrecked on Ireland's 
Eye; to John Dogherty, Member of Par- 
liament-; to William Abbott, Manager of 
the Theatre Royal, and to William Syme, 
Comptroller of the Port of Dublin; to 
Lieutenant-General Sir Herbert Taylor, 
K.C.H., Military Secretary to the Duke of 
York, to Lord Cole, son of the Earl 
of Enniskillen, and to many another. The 
freedom of the City was conferred also on 
Major Chatterton for his brave conduct 
at the Battle of Waterloo, and on Joseph 
Napier, Barrister-at-Law, -for his loyalty 
to the King and Constitution 

Roman Catholic Emancipation was he- 
ginning to arouse popular interest, and 
the Corporation was opposed to all con- 
cessions to the majority of the Irish 
people. Petitions were presented on both 
sides; but in 1823 there was little 
sign that this question was to arouse the 
attention of the whole country at the 
Clare election, and was to lead to the 
Bill of 1829, which was not nearly so im. 
portant as the measures of 1793. 

Naturally, there is much here for the 
student of economics, though the informa- 
tion on wages and prices for the most part 
drops out quite accidentally. We meet, 
too, with such items as the fact that Mr. 
Arthur Guinness, brewer, was granted in 
1828 a renewal lease of the premises in 
Saint James’s street; that Mr. John 
Power, the distiller, was granted an addi- 
tional supply of water to his distillery in 
John’s lane, West, in 1826; and that, in 
1851, a report was made of the depressed 
state of the manufactures and of the silk, 
cotton, woollen and linen trades in the 
Liberties and Environs of Dublin. 

The last entry in the volume is not the 
feast interesting. During the eighteenth 
century the Jiuber Albus, or “White 
Book,” passed out of thé custody of the 
Municipal Council. In 1829 it was sold 
at an auction of books in Dublin, and was 
purchased by Sir William  Betham, 
Deputy-Keeper of the Records. He 
named it in error the “ Domesday Boke of 
Devylin Cittie.” The Corporation acquired 
the manuscript for the sum of £150 from 
Sir William Betham in the year 1830. 
This “ White Book ” then contained only 
one hundred and eleven leaves of vellum ; 
some of the leaves were long missing. 
Here are the memoranda in the “ White 
Book *’ :— 

“i.—That this boke, from borde to borde, 
conteyneth sixscore and fyftene leaves. 
Written xviii. November, 1563.—J. 
Dylion, Clerck (of the Tholsell). 

“u.—This book was transcribed in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand six 
hundred and seventy-one.—John 
Totiy, Mayor of Dublin.—By the com- 
mand of Sir William Davis, Knight, 
Recorder and Clerk of the Tholsel of 
the city of Dublin, in the year of our 
Lord, 1671.”’ i

WHtG SOCIETY. 

The letters now published for the first 
time, from the voluminous correspondence 
between Lord Beanvale and his sister, 
Lady Cowper (afterwards the wife of Lord 
Palmerston), give us a picture of the 
Europe of a period of transition some- 
thing like our own times. The Napoleonic 
Wars left legacies of unemployment, food 
scarcity and distress for the pogr, and 
crippling taxation ior one and all, even 
as the war which we have called great has 
leit to us. Different men have to face 
the problems of reconstruction and take 
up the burden of government—that is all. 

These letters show one great contrast 
in the activities of the times, and that 
eoncerns the influence of women in 
matters political. Lady Cowper and other 
grandes dames of the day had no other 
part but influence in the work and ambi- 
tions of government. Their activities 
were entirely social and political, but 
were not the less powerful and far-reach- 
mg. ‘‘ Many a constituent, or a member of 
the Whig Party, frightened by Lord 
Palmerston’s audacity or exasperated by 
his untimely jauntiness of manner, was 
soothed into acquiescefice by the gentle 
Lady Palmerston.’’ Although a stern 
janitress at the portals of Almack’s, Lady 
Palsatenen was shrewd enough to make 
her own entertaining the door to brilliant 
Whig socic:v, where doubtful voters were 
dazzled into allegiance. 

Yet, while she identified herself com- 

letely with the interests of the Whig 
Party—in early life for her brother s sake, 
and afterwards for her husband’s—Lady 
Palmerston preserved her own in- 
dividuality. She retained her own 
property, her own fortune and her inde- 
pendence. She married Lord Palmerston 
late in life, but the union had all the 
romantic fervour and happiness of youth- 
ful passion. This devoted mother, high- 
spirited woman, staunch lover and incur- 
able hater made every interest subsidiary 
to the keeping of her husband in power. 
Lady Cowper's letters throw a softening 
light on the social life of the day, as they 
breathe the affection which the writer 
radiated and inspired. These great Whig 
dames, in their billowing, sailing hoops 
and crinolines, scarves falling from their 
white shoulders, great bonnets half tram- 
ing, half hiding their faces, with the little 
bunches of curls at each side, or the 
severe and glossy bandeaux and loops 
hiding their ears, seem somehow lese 
artificial in the Christian names and 
through the loves, hates and intrigues of 
this vast correspondence.

A CHEERLESS CREED. 

M. Maeterlinck adds to his other and, 
perhaps, more profitable occupations a 
study of the eccult. Ultimately the object 
of the occultists’ search is God—God Who 
is most hidden though likewise most mani- 
fest. It is this hidden God, the Veiled 
Beitig, Who allures seekers, since first in 
India men tried to penetrate to the great 
secret. M. Maeterlinck himself cannot 
be counted among the seekers : in fact, the 
whole object of this book is to show that 
by the confession of all the great sages 


secrs the search is for ever vain. 


India, Egypt, Persia, Greece, the Gnostics, 
the Cabbala, the alchemists, - modern 
spiritualists are in turn cited, and the 
conclusion of the whole matter is that 
“the great secret, the only secret, is that 
all things are secret.’’ 

It is a lame and impotent conclusion. 
M. Maeterlinck quietly ignores the testi- 
mony of historic Christianity and of 
Christian experience that God has in part 
disclosed His secret in Jesus Christ. He 
dismisses all such claims as baseless: they 
are admitted so widely because men are 
persistent lovers of illusion and not of. 
truth. Those who have attained to true 
knowledge “ know at last that there never 
has been any ultra-human revelation, any 
direct message from divinity, no ineffable 
secret; and that all man believes himself 
to know of God, of His origin and His 
ends, he has drawn from his own powers 
of reason.” M. Maeterlinck is a com- 
plete agnostic. He will not admit with 
St. Paul that “we know in part,” or 
with Jesus that God is a personal Father 
of men. As a pantheist he holds that 
“all things are God,” and that “the only 
divinity that we can ever hope to under- 
stand is to be found in the depths of our 
own souls.’’

PLANT NAMES. 

This little book will be a most useful 
handbook to the lover of garden and field. 
The namas of plants are a continual 
source of trouble to the amateur gardener ; 
but, if he once understood that the names 
have a specific meaning and that the 
meaning really has some connection with 
the plant, half his troubles would vanish. 
Archdeacon Lindsay has written a very 
pleasant book on a subject that presents 
many difficulties; for, instead of a 
dictionary—which it might easily have 
become—he has given the reader a great 
deal of information not usually to be 
found in the ordinary book upon flowers. 
The chapter on the history and _ prin- 
ciples of plant-naming is of exceptional 
interest, and the story of the chase of the 
British vessel carrying the Linnean col- 
lection by the Swedish frigate is delight- 
fully told. The list of pretixes and termi- 
nations will be specially useful to the 
gardener ; few, indeed, seem to have been 
omitted, though there are one or two 
which we miss. 

The book is written in a charming 
style. It will “encourage not only the 
young botanist, but the more mature 
gardener, to master the Latin names of 
his treasures, with intelligence.

One of the most interesting literary 
phenomena of the present day is the large 
output of accomplished, if not often dis- 
tinguished, verse by women writers. 
death of Alice Meyndll has left us with 
none of her stature; but, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Hardy and Mr. Yeats, ours is 
essentially an age of minor poets. In 
this. which we take to be her first, volume 
of poetry Miss Graves’¢ work compares 
favourably with much that finds its way 
into the too numerous anthologies of 
modern verse. It is all youthful, vet it 
is not immature. She is at her 
such descriptive poems as “ The Coming of 
Night ’’ :— 

“The green of April drains away 
From silken grass and drowsy frond 
Drips from the nodding buds beyond, 
Dies and is gone.”

The scenes and several of the 
characters are ingeniously adapted to the 
Scriptural precedent; but we do not feel that 
Mr. Sinclair has been altogether successiul 
his treatnfent.

Asia in Africa. 


A discussion on one of the most delicate 
problems of Empire will be opened to-day 
at the Colonial Office. It concerns the 
future status of Europeans and of Indians 
in Kenya Colony, When this part of 
East Africa came under British control 
Kenya was not regarded as a white man’s 
land, and the first settlers were, in the 
main, Indians, who established a profitable 
trade as shopkeepers among the native 
population. Soon, however, it was dis- 
covered that the highlands of Kenya had 
an excellent climate and were rich in 
agricultural possibilities. British settlers 
of a good type began to arrive, and their 
number has doubled within the last five 
or six years. To-day thefe is a European 
an Indian community of twenty-five 
thousand. The Europeans, who are chiefiy 
land-owners, exercise political control in 
the Colony; but their power is now 
challenged by the Indians, who claim an 
extended franchise and the right to sit 
in the Legislative Council. Some minor 
concessions in this direction by the British 
Government were resented bitterly on the 
one side and failed to placate the other. 
Now the situation has become so critical 
that Jeaders from both parties in Kenya 
have been summoned to London, and they 
will present their rival the 
Colonial Office during the coming week. 
The Indians claim full rights as citizens 
wf the Empir- including unrestricted 
immigration and the right to possess land.

_ There is no doubt that tariffs beget 
industries and that industries provide 
employment.

All this is excellent so far as it goes: 
but it would be better still if we really 
could understand the mathematics of the 
thing. How many men and boys and how 
many women and girls would be employed 
in a tobacco factory that was sufficiently 
large to produce all the tobacco and 
cigarettes which are now imported into 
Treland from Great Britain?

THE COMMISSION'S TASK. 


This Commission, to which reference was 
made in the Dail on Wednesday, will, it is 
expected, begin its labours early next week. 
Its terms of reference are :— 

1. To advise as to the principies on which

LABOUR PARTY'S STRONG 
OPPOSITION. 


(By Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT.) 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

All the arguments advanced in Committee 
upstairs on the Rent Restrictions (Notices of 
Increase) Bill were brought forward again to- 
day in the House of Commons when the mea- 
sure came before the House on report. The 
Labour members announced their intention of 
fighting the bill word by word and clause by 
clause. and to this jntent they had placed on 
the Order Paper amendments principally 
directed to the protection of the tenants who 
in their igmorance of the law bad paid in- 
creased rents without receiving the notices 
which the House of Lords had decided were 
a condition precedent. 

On an amendment moved by Mr. Lansbury 
to omit the provision sanctioning retrospective 
increases, Mr. Kirkwood in vigorous language 
declared that the bill was likely to lead to a 
revolution, and he was convinced that those 
who were part and parcel of the present Go- 
vernment would be cursed by posterity. 

Sir F. Banbury on this occasion. found 
himself on the side of Labour. He had al- 
wavs argued against retrospective legislation, 
and he did not propose to make a departure 
from that principle now even though the bill 
was put forward by the Government which 
he supported. j 2 

The Attorney-General pointed out that i 
retrospective action was not taken very many 
‘tenants would get off without paying rent at 
all. which was hardly a fair proposition 

The amendment was defeated by 269 to 160.

CARNEGIE TRUST GRANT TO 
RATHMINES. 


At the Rathmines Public Library vester- 
day a beautifully furnished and well-equipped, 
seli-contained lbrary for children was form- 
ally opened. In the new department children 
from eight to fourteen years of age may read a 
selection of good books and periodicals, borrow 
hooks for home-reading, listen to short lectures 
by the librarian, or become members of the 
story-telling circle. 

Mr. Robert. Benson, Chairman of the Library 
Committee, said that it was the first self-con- 
tained children’s hbrary in Ireland. There 
were in Belfast and Cork libraries, not: self- 
contained, which were, more or leas, mixed 
mu with the rest of the building. The new 
library was due largely to the "recommen of 


the Carnegie Trust, who, on the recommenda- 
tion of their Irish Advisory Committee, of 
which Mr. Lennox Robinson is Secretary, 
had contributed £450 for books. He believed 
that the children of. Rathmines would take a 
pride in that library, and regard it as part 
of their duty to see that it was kept in good 
order. 

Mr. Roy, Librarian, said that the total 
amount spent on the library amouyted to 
£900, of which half was contributed by the 
Carnegie Trust. In connection with their 
work, he trusted they would have the co- 
operation of school teachers, who could help 
by teaching the children how to select books. 
o avoid clashing with school hours. the 
library would be open from 4 to 8 p.m. each 
day, except. Saturday,. when it would open 
from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. and from 2 p.m. to 5 


p.m. 

Mr. William Ireland, Chairman of the 
Rathmines District Council. in declaring the 
library open, congratulated the chairman of 
the Library Committee and Mr. Roy on the 
progress of their work, and the children of 
Rathmines on having such a library. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Ireland was 
passed on the motion of Mrs. Kettle, ge- 
conded by Mr. Lennox Robinson. who Laid 
that but for exceptional circumstances Rath- 
mines would not have been given the grant 
by the Carnegie Trust, who recently had been 
obliged to refuse other applications of a 
similar nature.

Dublin Fire Brigade are io go on strike 
ai noon on Saturday as a protest against a 
reduction oi wages to operate to-day. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Joseph Connolly, 
Secretary of the Firemen’s Union, sent the 
iollowing communication to the Town 
Clerk :— 

“1 am.instructed by the men of the Dub- 
un Fire Brigade to give you forty-eight hours’ 
notice, to commence at 12 noon this day, ord 
May, 1925, and terminate at 12 noon on 
Saturday, Sth, of their intention to cease 
work and withdraw their labour from the 
iour fire stations of the city. This is to be 
as a protest against the decision of the Mun- 
cipal Council of Monday last re the wages of 
ih Fixe Brigade men.”’ 

lu reply, the Town Clerk sent a message, 
stating that the Lord Mayor is ill, and that 
is /oevem in London. Under the 
circumstances. he conmdered the tarty-eight 
hours’ notice very short. The men’s answer 
io this was that they got shorter notice of the 
reduction in their. wages. 

The proposed cuts are ds. to-day, ós. in 
August, and Ss. in December, to make 9s. in 
all. The Fire Brigade men complain that 
their representatives were not invited to the 
conference between the Finance Committee of 
the Corporation and the trade union repre- 
sentatives, which recently dealt with pro- 
posals to reduce the wages ol Corporation 
employés. The other unions agreed to a cut, 
and the Finance Committee included the fire: 
men in the scheme. The latter protested, 
and would not agree to the reductions.

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Mr. Baldwin, replying to questions by Sir 
Thomas Bennett” and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Spender with regard to British policy in Irak, 
in the House of Commons yesterday, said that 
an announcement had been made that dav by 
Sir Percy Cox in Baghdad, with the full 
authority of ‘His Majesty's Government and 
the full approval of Ring Feisal and his 
Government, 

The announcement stated that in the 
autumn of last year it was decided between 
the Government of His Britannic Majes and 
that of King Feisa!l that a treaty of ailtance 
should be entered into between His Majesty 
This Treaty, which 
was signed on October 10, 1922, and the term 
of which was io be 20 vears, subject to 
periodical revision at the desire of either 
party, provided for the establishment vf an 
independent constitutional Government in 
Irak enjoying a certain. measure of advice and 
assistance from Great Britain. 

Since then the Irak Government had made 
great strides along the path of independ nt 
and stable existence, and had been able 
successfully to assume administrative respon 
sibility. Both parties being equally anwous 
that the commitments and responsibilities «f 
His Majesty's Government in respect of Tvak 
should be terminated as soon as possible, it 
was considered that the period of the Treaty 
in its present form could: conveniently be 
shortened, " 

It had been decided to bring the 
necessary modifications by means of a protocol, 
which would be subject to ratification by the 
Constituent Assembly. 

‘The protocol which had been signed by the 
parties stated that it was undersiood that 
the present Treaty should terminate upon 
Irak becoming a member of the League of 
Nations, and, in any case, not later than fow 
vears from the ratification of the peace with 
Turkey. Nothing in the should 
prevent a fresh agreement 
cluded, and with a view to regulating the 
subsequent, relations between the high 
tracting patties negotiations for that object 
should be entered into between them before 
the expiration of the above period. 

The position of Irak as regards the League 
was that when the Treaty had been ratified 
His Britannic Majesty would be found, under 
Article 6. to use his good offices to secure 
the admission of Irak to membership of the 
League of Nations as soon as possible, and 
His Majesty's Government would be in 
position to take this step on the fulfilment 
of two conditions—the delimitation of the 
frontiers of Trak and the establishment of a 
stable government. | 

There was every ‘reason t6 hope that. both 
these conditions would be fulfilled at no dis- 
tant date. 

The effect of those arrangements, continued 
Mr. Baldwin, was that if the conditions were 
fulfilled, His Majesty’s Government would he 
in A position to support an application by 
lrak for membership ot the League of Nations, 
which implied full and complete independence, 
st any time within a maximum of four years 
from the ratification of peace with Turkey. 

He took that opportunity of expressing the 
deep appreciation of His Majestv’s Goveru- 
ment for the distinguished and devoted ser- 
vices of Sir Perey Cox and all the officers 
who had co-operated with him in circum- 
atances of great difficultv, and, in some. cases 
in the past, of personal danger. (Cheers.) 
He felt sure that the House would agree that 
the step which had been taken that day was 
a fitting culmination of the great work which 
Sir Percy Cox had performed during thirty 
years in the service of the Crown.

A very important statement of policy was 
made at Bagdad yesterday on behalf of His 
Majesty's Government, and was well received 
in both Houses of Parliament here in London 
during the afternoon. It marks the end, we 
hope, of an unfortunate conflict of opinion 
between honour and economy, which at one 
time produced a _ thoroughly mischievous 
agitation and threatened to divide the Cabinet 
itself. The decision, in a sense, is a compro- 
wise with which both honour and economy 
may be satisfied, since it will af once main 
tain intact throughout the East our reputation 
for good faith, and materially reduce our 
existing commitments in Iraq. But the essen- 
tial point of it is that it is a decision against 
the. ‘* bag and baggage” policy ; that it fulfils 
all our pledges, and that it achieves a settle 
ment entirely approved by the people fo 
whom we are responsible 

By the Treaty of last October we pledged 
ourselves to afford the liag Government 4 
certain measure of advice and assistance as 
indicated in the Treaty, and in various sub 
sidiary agreements which were to be, made 
thereunder. The Treaty imposed this burden 
upon us, subject to the effect of possible revi 
sions, for the long period of twenty years. It 
has not been ratified, but it obliges us none 
the lees as a Matter of honour, which Is also 
a matter of the highest policy.

AMERICAN TOURISTS 


PREPARATIONS FOR GREAT 
SPRING RUSH. 

Greater facilities than. ever are available 
this year for the spring rush of Americans to 
Europe. A noticeable feature is the large 
number of new ships, and particularly of the 
new two-class ships now in service on the 
Atlantic. 

During the months of May and June the 
Cunard and Associated Lines alone have 45 
sailings from the United States and Canada 
to these countries, the ports of arrival being 
Southampton, Liverpool, London, Glasgow, 
Plymouth, Queenstown, and Londonderry, 
with Hamburg and Cherbourg for the 
Continent. 

The total tonnage of these ships sailing 
from American ports during the two months 
is over 9,000 tons. They have a total 
passenger capacity of over 8.000, which in- 
cludes accommodation for 30.000 first and 
second-class passengers, from whose ranks the 
tourist class is usually drawn. 

When the West-bound return rush begins 
in August there will be no fewer than 
20 Cunard sailings from these countries in the 
one month alone.

The hearing was concluded in the Chancery 
Division of the Northern High Court yester- 
day, before Mr. Justice Wilson, of the action 
in which objection is raised to the decision 
of the Royal Portrush Golf Club in per- 
mitting members to play on the Lnks on 
Sunday. 

The plaintiffs, Frederick H. Watt and 
others, asked for an injunction against Daniel 
MacLaugblin and other defendants to prevent, 
the Council of the club from carrying the new 
rule into effect, authorising the playing of 
golf on Sundays, and to have it declared that 
the old rule against Sunday golf was still in 
existence, and had never been repealed. 

The defendanis, in their reply, said that a 
complete set of tw rules had been drawn up, 
and passed on the 8th July, 1922, and at a 
special meeting on the 26th August, 1922, it 
was provided that golf could be played on the 
links on Sundays. 

THE DEFENDANTS’ CASE. 
Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C. (with whom were 
Mr. W. Macafee, K.C., and Mr. B. MeGuckin, 
instructed by Messrs. Macaulay, O'Neill, and

Her Grace was dressed in crepe satin beaute, 
elephant colour, with a black hat. She wore 
a diamond chain and diamond ornaments.

AT THE CITY BOUNDARY. 

His Grace and the: Duchess, with the house 
party and suite, left Baronscourt in motor 
cars at 9.45, and arrived at the city boundary 
at eleven o'clock, being received’ by His 
Majesty's Lieutenant for the city, Mr. T. F. 
Cooke. As the Governor and the Duchess 
alighted from their car, a guard of honour of 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary gave the Royal 
sulute, and the Aberdéorn Fife Band played 
the Nationa!

BELFAST MAN CHARGED 
WITH POSSESSION. 


At Belfast Summons Court yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Roche, R.M., Mr. John W. Milan. 
ol the Belfast District Committee of the 
Electrical Trade Union. wes summoned on a 
charge of being in unlawful possession of 
apparatus capable of being used for sending 
or tapping wireless messages. 

Evidence for the prosecution showed that a 
visit was made by the police to the de- 
fendant’s offices at 109 Donegall street, on 
March 24, where the apparatus referred to 
was found. It, was not ‘‘ assembled ™ at the 
time. The defendant said that he had made 
the apparatus himself, and that he had 
applied for an experimental licence. He ad- 
mitted that the licence had been refused. 
The defendant said that the summons 
specificdily set out that he was in unlawful 
possession of an apparatus intended for or 
capable of transmitting telegraphic or tele- 
phone messages. To that he pleaded not 
guilty. When his place was visited he made 
it clear to the police that he had applied for 
a licence for experimental purposes, so that 
he might instruct members of his union in the 
science. At no time was he in possession of 
apparatus either capable of, or intended for. 
receiving or tapping wireless messages, 

Mr. Roche (io the police witness)—Did you 
examine this @pparatus’? [I did not examine 
it excent in a casual way. 

The Prosecuting Ofticer—There is mo 
gestion that it was a transmitting set. 
Mr. Roche—There is something you have to 
prove—that this was intended for or capable 
of being used for sending or tapping inessages. 
The witness says he did not examine this 
apparatus. 

The police witness maintained that when 
the apparatus was assembled it would be cap- 
able of tapping messages. He said that Mr. 
Milan declared so himself at the time his 
place was visited, and he also said that he 
did not need an aerial, but that the“Plectric 
ligting installation was sufficient. 

The case was dismissed, Mr. Roche remark- 
ing: ‘‘ We cannot waste time over this.”

At Carrick-on-Shennon yesterday. Mr. Seán 
O'Farrell, Inspector, resumed his inquiry into 
the affairs of the Leitrim County Council. 

Miss M. McDermott, tuberculosig nurge, giv- 
ing evidence, said that if only one life was 
saved the tuberculosis scheme was necessary.

Maternity 
cases were now treated at the hospital, and a 
ward was set aside to which particular cases 
could be admitted. The district hospital at 
Carrick was good enough. He favoured the 
establishment of a small cottage hospital at 
Mohill, which is 40 miles from the County 
Home, and in another part of the district, 
bl miles away. With such accommodation 
the needs of the county would be very well 
met. If the amalgamation scheme was 
worked as proposed it would be satibfactory. 
The average attendance at the district 
hospital was 12. 

Mrs. K. Dolan, maternity nurse, and Mrs. 
McDermott, night attendant at the District 
Hospital, both stated that the husband of an 
itinerant tinsmith, named Reilly, asked for 
the admission of his wife during her confine- 
ment, and that he was directed to see the 
doctor. They heard no more of the cage. 

Severa] rate collectors from North Leitrim 
were examined regarding the condition of the 
rate collection in that area. They stated that 
while much of the rates for 1921: and March, 
1922, was outstanding, there was a noticeable 
improvement, and with the establishment of

The Bill places Exchange offices under 
special supervision, and decides the condi- 
tions for the granting oí -licences to such 
establishments.—({Reuter.) 


ARRESTS IN CAIRO. 


MURDER CAMPAIGN SUSPECTS. 
, CAIRO, Wednesday. 
Police have been active to-day searching 
houses and effecting arrests. So far fifteen 
persons have been arrested, the most promi- 
nent being Abdel Selim Abdon, a merchant ; 
Abou Shady Bey, a well-known leader of the 
Extreme Nationalist Party: Mahmoud 
Naprashy, Sub-Director of the Statistical De- 
partment of the Ministry of Agriculture ; 
Abdul Hamil Bialy and Ragheb Iskander, 
both members of Wafd Delegation. The last- 
named was arrested with a number of his 
colleagues of the Waid on March 5 after the 
bombing outrage, and’ released on April 26, 
All have been arrested on suspicion of being 
concerned in the murder campaign. 


CONSPIRACY TRIAL. 


A Military Court has sentenced the two 
brothers, who were arrested in connection 
with the Cairo conspiracy trial, to two years’ 
hard labour and a fine of. £100 each, on a 
charge of endeavouring to suborn the  wit-- 
nesses in the present conspiracy trial.

The conspiracy trial has now lasted for 
fifteen days, and so far only four witnesses 
have been heard.

COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY. 


The Home Secretary, replying to questions 
in the House of Commons relative to the 
Association Football Cup final at Wembley 
last Saturday, said that the arrange- 
ments for admission to the exhibition 
grounds were under the control of the 
British Empire Exhibition authorities. 
The number of police employed within the 
grounds was settled in consultation with the 
police authorities. In addition to the police 
so employed, a large number were held in re- 
serve, and he believed that they dealt success- 
fully with an exceptionally difficult problem. 
The police were responsible for the regulation 
of road traffic and for order-in the Exhibition 
grounds. 

The casualties were somewhat exaggerated 
in the Press. The number of persons treated 
by the Ambulance staff on the ground for 
faintness and slight injurv. was, no doubt. 
considerable. Only 22 cases were sent to 
hospital. Ten of these were able to proceea 
to their homes on the same day, and only 
three were described as serious. Two police- 
men were injured, but not seriously. 

In view of the future, he was considering 
the appointment of a Committee to examine 
the question in all its aspects. The police 
employed were 12 inspectors, 55 sergeants, 
and 530 constables—twice as many as had 
been provided for any Cup tie. e hoped 
that the Exhibition Board and the police 
authorities would start their consultation at 
once with regard 'to the particular case. 
Asked by Mr. Mosley whether he ‘con- 
sidered 500 police sufficient to cope with 
200,000 people, the Home Secretary said that 
the police authorities supplied all the men 
that were asked for by the Exhibition Board, 
and they could not be expected to do more.

By 33 votes against 16, the Dail yesterday gave a second reading to 
the Finance Bill. The principal speech. against the bill was made by 
Mr. Thomas Johnson, who denounced the Government’s scheme for the 


collection of arrears of income tax. 


Mr. Cosgrave said that the arrears amounted to £2,500,000, and it 
would not be just if persons were allowed to evade payment. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy raised the question of the recent raid on his house 
by members of the Criminal Investigation Department. The Minister for 
Home Affairs said that he took full responsibility for the raid. It was be- 
lieved that “ a much-wanted man ” was hiding in the place during Mr. 


Duffv’s absence. 


Mr. O’ Higgins gave an undertaking that in fuiure, if it were necessary 
to raid a member’s house, the C.I.D. men would receive instructions not 


fo touch papers. 


QUESTIONS. 
TRANSPORT RATES TO 
MANCHESTER. 


The Speaker took the chair at 5.15 o'clock. 

Mr. Cosgrave, replying to Alderman Byrne 
(South Dublin), in reference to rail and ship- 

ing rates via Manchester, said that inquiries 
into the matter had been pursued, and was 
informed that there were in existence differen- 
tia) rates in favour of traffic IE from 
ports in the Saorstat direct to Manchester, 
and to places within limited distance from 
Manchester. An extension of the differential 
rates beyond these places involved a number 
of asdiemsions, which were now being dis- 
cussed between the parties concerned. The 
question was primarily one for them, and he 
hoped that the arrangement made would re- 
sult in giving the Irish traffic the natural 
advautages of the long sea route. 

THE RENT ACT. 

The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr. 
O Higgins), replying. to Mr. O'Callaghan 
(Wexford) on the subject of the working of 
the Rent Act, said that instructions had been 
issued for the publication of the Committee's 
report by the Stationery Office, and a bill on 
the lines of the report: was under considera- 
tion by the Executive Council, 


SEASIDE RESORTS. 

The Minister for \Home Affairs, replying 
on behalf of the Minister for External Affairs 
to Mr O'Callaghan, said that the Government 
wae aware that the. lrish seaside resorts had 
suffered, like the rest of the country, from the 
irregular campaign. The return of normal 
conditions, however, was being made known 
abroad as much as possible. A scheme te 
advertise Irish Brat 4 places would involve 
considerable expenditure, and this work in 
other countries was largely undertaken by 
local councils, hotel-keepers’ associations, and 
railway and steamship companies. The Pub- 
licity Department and the Government's re- 
presentatives abroad would co-operate as 
far as practicable in any united campaigu 
which was undertaken. 

ASSURANCE COMPANIES, 

Mr. Darrell Figgis (County Dublin) asked 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce if 
he was aware that Irish assurance companies 
were required to make with him a statutory 
deposit of £20,000 for each class of assurance 
underfaken by them, whereas no such deposit 
was required for similar English companies 
operating in the Free State. And if it was 
his intention to require that all assurance 
companies, operating in the Free State, 
whether Irish or English, and whether with 
branch offices in the Free State or not, should 
make a similar deposit. Further, if he would 
consider the advisability of requiring that all 
such deposits should be lodged in bree State 
bonds. : 

The Assistant Minister for Industry and 
Commerce (Professor Whelehan) said that it 
was contemplated that the statutory require- 
ments of a deposit of £20,000 by assurance 
companies should apply to all such com- 
panies, whether they were Irish companies 
or English companies, operating in the 
Saorstat. To require the lodgment of the de- 
posit in Saorstat bonds would appear to in- 
volve legislation, the desirability of which 
would be considered. 


FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 

Mr. Figgis asked the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce if he had considered the ad- 
vVisability of the abolition of the Friendly 
Societies Act, 1896; and if, in the interest 
and security of the public, he had contem- 
plated an inquiry into the solvency of all 
companies operating under this Act. 

Mr. Cosgrave, answeriyg the question, said 
that be was not at assole prepared to make 


any definite statement in this matter, as the 


need of attending to more urgent public ques- 
tions had up to the present al a it impos- 
sible to give it adequate consideration. The 
matter was, however, not being lest sight of, 
rand would be taken up as soon as a favour- 
able opportunity presented iteelí. 


FINANCE BILL. 


NO REDUCTION IN TAXATION. 


Mr. Cosgrave moved the second reading of 
the Finance Bill, 1923. He said that most of 
the matters involved in it had already been 
discussed by the House. While a good deal 
of criticism had been passed on the policy: of 
the Government, it was fairly obvious that 
unless there was a remarkable reduction in 
expenditure taxation should be continued at 
a high rate. The expenditure for the coming 
year would be considerably above the amount 
vaised by taxation. It was hoped during the 
vear to limit expenditure on certain services, 
and steps would be taken to that end. 

It was not possible, however, to promise at 
any time during the vear any reduction in 
taxation already imposed. During the year 
very considerable additions to the ordinary 
outgoings of national expenditure had been 
added to the cost of the State. If additional 
services were required it should be plain that 
additional taxation would also be required. 

The Press had taken up the question of 
certain sieps that were proposed to be taken 
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for the recovery of income tax. It should be 
remembered that it was only fair to those who 
were paymg loyally considerable sums with 
a due sense of their civic responsibility that 
every person properly chargeable with the 
payment of these taxes should pay their 
quota. That was due to them as weil as to 
the State. 

For one reason or another, fur some years 
past certain people had evaded payWent of 
this tax. In one journal it had been 
mentioned that the.Government was respon- 
sible for that evasion. They had denied that. 
It was also said that he, as Minister for Local 
Government, had adopted and advocated that 
pohey. 

Ji was right to say, in connection with 
Local Government, that when taxation 
properly payable to local authorities and in- 
cluded in the Finance Bill of the Legislature 
that imposed the taxes— hen these sums were 
not sent through the ordinary channels io the 
local authorities the CGovernment took 
view that when grants were not paid to the 
local authorities they were justified in with- 
holding payment of any sums, of which in- 
come tax was the least, to the British Govern- 
ment at the time. It was not contemplated 
at that time that there was to be a repudia- 
tion of these debts. At no time was that 
policy put forward, subscribed to, oi recom- 
mended. 

There were certain local authorities ov ing 
more money to the British Government than 
they received from the British Government, 
and if provision were not made in the esti- 
mates for the payment of these sums, when 
the ultimate financial settlement would come 
about those local authorities would have to 
include in their estimates sums far beyond 
their power of repayment Certain local 
authorities also lost far more than they were 
liable for, and other local authorities had paid 
more than they were entitled to receive. At 
no time did they suggest that there should be 
a repudiation of those liabilities 


NO REPUDIATION. 


Those who recommended non-payment of 
income tax had never in their minds any re- 
pudiation of lawful debts. Payment of in- 
come tax was merely suspended. Those who 
comprised the vast majority of the community 
did not pay income tax. Those who were 
opposed politically to Sinn Fein at a certain 
tume saw at once a golden opportunity 


for non-payment of the tax, and those were 


the people, a great number of them, who 
pow sought to evade payment, and who, if it 
were not for the Treaty would have paid it to 
the British Government long ago. No one 
would be allowed to evade payment, because 
it would be unfair to those who did pay. 

lt was not proposed at any time to penalise 
either the individual or the firm, and every 
possible iacilitvy would be afforded in every 
case to meet the circumstances of time and to 
arrange for payment by instalments of any 
sums due. 

The Dail would realise that to start off in 
the very first year when they had full and 
complete power to impose taxation, by wiping 
off debts and so on, was a policy that could 
not be recommended. They were faced with 
very heavy burdenga; they had fairly big re- 
sponsibilities for the present and for the 
future, and every citizen was expected to 
bear his share of that burden. 


They knew of no other way to rake in the’ 


money due to the State in respect of income 
tax. It amounted to a couple of millions, 
and unless taxes were collected public ser- 
vices must suffer. The public credit, too, 
would be diminished, and it would not be 
possible for them to negotiate the loans needed 
this year to bridge the difference beiween 
revenue and expenditure. 

If it was proposed to lower taxetion—and 
there was an indication of it on the part of 
certain Deputies—thev expenditure must also 
be lowered. 

Very drastic powers were asked for in con- 
nection with the non-payment of income tax 
in various parts of the country. The phase 
they were passing through rendered that 
necessary, and it would be plain to the mem- 
bers of.the Dail that where they had perhaps 
the most democratic institution in the world 
there were certain people inclined to unpose 
on the sound democratic principles of that in- 
stitution. Seeking to evade payment of 
debts lawfully due to the State was not the 
principle of true democracy, and one to which 
the Executive Council could not subscribe. 

There were various other incidental pro- 
visions in the bill which could, perhaps, be 
best dealt with during the Committee stage. 
Generally speaking, they were on the lines of 
resolutions and discussions that had already 
taken place. It was proposed io take power 
in the Act to »:permit of the exemption ol! 
certain securities from taxation. Those were 
in contemplation at the moment, and were in 
the nature of savings certificates. It afforded 
persons who were unable to purchase big 
securities to lend money to the State. 

Mr. F. Lynch seconded . 


LABOUR’S ATTITUDE. 
STRONG ATTACK ON THE BILL. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson asked if this were @ 
money bill. A good part of it, he said, deait 
with the method of collecting a debt. He 
thought that it could be argued successfully 
that, carefully considered, this bill was not a 
money bill, and the Senate would have proper 
opportunities, supposing it were to pass 
through the Dail without alteration, of throw- 
ing it out. He hoped that the Sevate would 
throw it out if the bil! were sent up as it 
stood at present. ' 

The Ministev oí Finance had, he stated, 
argument in favour of empowering employers 
to collect irom their servants debts due to 
the State. The proposal was to authorise 
employers—or rather to command them under 
penalty, to pay the debt, and then collect 
it from the employés. He was not primarily 
concerned with the employers’ grievance, but 
he was concerned with the principle embodied 
in this proposal, in favour of which no argu- 
ment could be used. 

With equal justice an employer could be 
called upon to collect a debt for clothing, 
groceries, or any other commodity. Commis- 
sioners had power to make deductions and 
remissions, but there was no provision in the 
bill as to how those deductions were to be 


made. “ Me 

Why should the debt to the State in income 
tax be placed in a different category from 
that of a debt. to a merchant or other person 
in regard to the method of its collection? 
They found about a dozen clauses taken from 
the Temporary Emergency Powers Bill and 
the Enforcement of Laws (Occasional Powers) 
Bill, and transferred to the present 
finance bill, For the collection of arrears 
of income tax all those powers would . be 
immediately put into operation, simply on the 
word of the income tax collector.

DOUBLE TAXATION. 


Mr. Johnson quoted Section 4 of the bil, 

where it is stated that the interest on all 
securities issued by the Government of the 
United Kingdom shall be liable to the income 
tax charged in the Saorstat, ‘‘ but subject to 
any arrangement for relief which may, for the 
time being, exist with the Government of 
Great Britain under or by virtue ol 
the Double Taxation (Relief) Act, 1925, 
or otherwise” He repeated ‘the words, 
“or otherwise, and pointed out that they 
were asked to pass a bill under which arrange- 
ments outside the Double Taxation (Relief) 
Act could be made. - 
_ “I feel,” he continued, ‘\that the Minister, 
in drafting this bill, is showing lack of faith 
in himself, in the Goverrinent, and in the 
people. He does not believe thai there is 
going to be any sense of loyalty to the State 
or that we are going to hdve a period of settle- 
ment and development. Blood and iron seems 
to be the policy. It is to be: ‘We have ‘got 
to fix certain taxes and we have got to collect 
them .by the most drastic means. We don’t 
believe that the people will respond to the 
calls made by the Government, and we can 
only enforce payment by the most. drastic 
means possible. We can only use these extra- 
ordinary coercive powers in the. collection of 
debts to the State, and we cannot collect them 
without enforcing those powers.’ 

“1 do not think that should be the policy 
to adopt. I do not think those powers should 
be asked for until, and unless, it is proved 
that it is impossible to get money otherwise. 
I believe that the defects which I have pointed 
out are so great that they warrant (he House's 
refusal to give the bill a secoud reading.” 

Tite Minister for Home Affairs-—Deputy 
Johnson has two political legs. If he continues 
to use them judiciously. they should go fav. 

Some days, he continued, the deputy’s mood 
was that the State was everything and the 
individual a shade less than nothing. -He 
wanted the State to take the individual in 
hands a few days after birth. and escort him 
to the grave. The other political lez was when 
he-stood as the stern champion ot the rights of 
the individual. It was interesting to think 
that the deputy considered a liability or a 
debt to the State as having no yreater claim 
than a debt for clothing, groceries, or other 
commodities 


“ CANNOT HAVE IT BOTH WAYS.” 


‘* It seems to me. said the Minister. ‘‘ that 
neither Deputy Johnson nor anyone else can 
have it both ways. Unlike Deputy Johnson, 
I am not a doctrinaire. Unlike Deputy John- 
son, who is a doctrinaire in two directions— 
when it suits him in both cases—]I am not one 
in any way.” 

He (Mr. O'Higgins) was trying io.steer a 
middle course. After all, man was a gregarious 
animal and was equipped with reason and a 
free will. But if the State had those great 
and far-reaching responsibilities to the in- 
dividual! that Deputy Johnson contended at 
times, then the claimé of the State upon the 
iidividual should be greater than one in- 
dividual’s claim against another—for clothing, 
for instance. 

Taking the question of income tax, the 
person who evaded his’ responsibilities under 
that particular tax was skoving his burden 
en do others. The cost of administration of 
the State over a financial year was a cer- 
tain sum, and citizens who throughout that 
year evaded their liabilities cheated the 
State, and threw their burdens on ‘io the 
other taxpayers. The Minister referred to 
the ‘‘maudlin sentiment’’ expressed for the 
defaulting taxpayer, and declared that “the 
man who retused to pay his due share oi 
the cost. of administration was picking 
pockets. 3 

That the State had great responsibilities: to 
the citizens he agreed, but citizens should 
visualise the change that was taking place in 
the country. That change would not come 
at once. ‘That negative attitude that they 
adopted towards the machinery of adminis- 
ivation in the country when it was not theirs 
would not disappear for a couple oí months, 
ct, perhaps, a couple of years. The pre- 
caution that the Minister of Finance was in- 
serling in the present bill was merely a 
recognition of that fact; of the fact that ní 
he was going to collect the taxation or get 
iu the revenue that would enable them to do 
al) the fine things that were advocated from 
the benches opposite he should get very rea! 
and full powers. | 

The State was not something set up to be. 
qarsed by the people or cheated by them. 
The State was the people, and all that was 
alked was that they would not connive in 
the cheating of it by some selfish individual 
or individuals. All the Ministry asked. there 
was a decision that the salary of a person 
in employment might be, to the extent of 
his debt to the State and to the people, 
attached. Deputy Johnson had described the 
mental attitude of the Executive as one of 
biood and iron. It was not even the aiti- 
tude of blood and silver, of bloog and gold, 
vr of blood and 

*‘ Lead,” interjected Mr. Cathal O’Shannon, 
amid laughter. 

It was a perfectly reasonable attitude, said 
the Minister of Home Affairs. 

THE CHANGE. 

The people had not yet realised ihe change 
that had taken place. It was not now a 
question of withholding something from the 
coffers of the British Government—it was, in 
fact, a withholding from the Irish Exchequer 
that which was required for the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the , Irish 
pecple.| The taxes that were imposed 
by the people's representatives: in ar- 
liament must be paid equally by all citizens 
in proportion to their means. Otherwise 
some people would thrive at the expense cf 
the people who paid their taxes. The indi- 
vidual should not be allowed to cheat the 
State, and he must not be allowed to think 
that he had no more responsibility to the 
State than he had, for instance, to his teilor. 
(Laughter.) There was definite reason for 
saying that, in view of the State’s responsi- 


| bility it must have more power for collecting . 


its debts than there was at the disposal) of 
the ordinary trader in the country. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy appealed to the Minister 
Ww set up a sm for inguiry into the 
whole fiscal system, had been’ suggested. 
The first and most important maiter for con- 
sideration by that committee was what they 
proposed to do to put the taxes on the 
shoulders that could best bear them. By far 
the justest tax was the direct tax, and it 
would be well if the committee, when it was 
set up, recommended the removal of taxes 
that pressed upon the people who were least 
able to bear them. 

It should not be forgotten that they were 
laying the foundation of a new Irish fiscal 
system. Was it proposed in future to im- 
pose taxes upon imports for purposes of pro- 
tection, or tor the purpose of revenue, or 
both. Were they going to have the existing 
anomalies continued, and was the English tax 
on tebacco,to be continued? It would be 
im portant & know if the.committee should 
have power to examine into and make recom- 
mendations upon the question of taxation cf 
the agricultural industry. 3 

He would also like to hear from the Go- 
verument if they thought the present 
would be an opportune moment for setting 
up an Irish Tariff Board, which would do 
for Ireland the kind of work that was done 
by the International Institute at Brussels— 
namely, the collection of statistics, which 
would be very useful. A matter of this kind 
conid not be left to the Minister for Finance, 
because it would be a whole-time job for 
several men. 


GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES, 


The Minister had assured the House that 
he had always intended that those in default 
with their income tax should pay. up. Under 
the Provisional Government that Minister 
had a large number of employés, and if he 
intended that they should pay income tax, 
why was that tax not deducted from their 
salaries at the source? (Hear, hear.) That 
would have been “fair play, and those em- 

loyés would have known where they were. 
Bui now the Government said to them— 
“You did not pay income tax to the British 
Government, and you must pay us now.” 

During those difficult years the coffers of

Mr. Duffy said that they. were. told by 
the Minister that it was a débt due to the 
State. and that such a debt was in a diffe- 
rent position from any-other debt. The tax 
collector made an assessment. and as soon 
ashe. had made it. whether it, was right or 
wrong, he proceeded to send in the Sheriff.

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Local Government,

The power would, however, he seldom 
exercised; but, in view of possibilities of war- 
like attack, it would.be weli that the State 
should have that wer. No Executive 
could afford to abuse its strong power. The 
discussion seemed to him “a storm in a tea 
cup,’’.and without any realitv in it. He did 
not think that any -case had been made 
against the giving of the powers thai, were 
asked for in the bill. | 


CONSTRUCTION. 

They were now coming to the time. when 
attention should be concentrated, not on the 
preservation of the State, but on questions 
of construction and re-construction and pro- 
gress. But for wie present nothing could 
reasonably be expected, but that they should 
carry on in the financial system tnat was 
given to them for the time being. 

Mr. McGoldrick (Donegal) said that he saw 
nothing wrong in the bill, and that he was 
prepared to support the Government. He 
was prepared to stand behind the Govern- 
mént in the work which they had to do in 
the interests of the country generally. 

Professor Magennis (National Univesity} 
said that in the bill the Finance Minister was 
adding to the powers of a Department which 
was nolorious; and had aiways been notorious 
for te tyrannical and unreasonable spirit that 
bad animated its meanest officials. The other 
evening he had the temerity to declare that 
the meanest and most subordinate in the in- 
come tax collection department was not on!y 
a petty tyrant, but a monstrous one. One 
of the officals had expostulated with him, 
and he now did what he promised he would 
Go—make a withdrawal. He did, on one 
cccasion, encounter a minor official, a clerk in 
the Dawson street office, who was actualiy 
civil and polite to him. (Laughter.) He dic 
not know that officials name, or he would 
mention it by way of honour to him, 
(Laughter.) ' 

He. now apologised íor having said that all 
the officials were of the type that he had 
described. 

Many peop]s complained that the Free State 
Executive was putting on a heavier burden 
of taxation than they had had previously to 
endure. He recognised that money had to be 
raised for-things, and that it was not the fault 
of the Free State that payments hail to be 
made. If the powers asked for were neceés- 
sary, why not have them in a separate bill? 

‘the measure was an emergency measure, 
and that was the defence for the Minister of 
Finance... It was eaid that there was no time 
given íor the Government to find out what it 
ought to do. It had simply adopted holus 
bolus the system that had hitherto prevailed 
in the country. The only thing it had had 
time to think of was to empower collectors to 
call in under-sheriffs, and to empower under- 
sheriffs to be the. judges of the place, time, 
and manner of exercising all these extraord.- 
nary powers.

dreamt that it was to be re-enacted in this 
form. The tax collector made the assessment, 
and he left it to the person on whom the 
claim was served to make his case against it, 
which should not be.

MR. COSGRAVE. 


ALL MONEY GOES TO FREE 
' STATE. 

Mr. Cosgrave assured Deputy Magennis 
that every single penny of the ns nu of 
income tax would go into the Exclégner of 
the Saorstat, and. would not have to be 
accounted for to the British Government. It 
would be used solely for the purposes oi the 
State.

Mr. Cosgrave concluded by saying that pro- 
visions in the Finance Bill to ensure the col- 
lection of taxes’ were also intended to ensure 
that tax colleetors would not be the laughing 
stock of the country.

FILM CENSORSHIP. 


In introducing the Censorship of Films Bill, 
1925—‘‘a bill to provide for the official cen- 
soring of cinematographic pictures . and 
optical effects and for other matters con- 
nected itherewith’’—Mr. O’Higgins said 
that some too months ago a thoroughly 
representative deputation waited on him 
and pressed f6r the intredaction of a bill of 
the kind now before the House. It would be 
remembered that the Dublin Couporation in 
May, 1922, asked for the establishment: oí a 
Board of Film Censors for al! Ireland, and 
Dail Eireann in 1920 announced in favour ol 
that proposal. 

Latierly local authorities had been circu- 
larised, and it had been found that there 


was a unanimous feeling that there should be 


a uniform censorship by a _ representative 
authority. 

The bill would be self-supporting, and, “an 
viéw of the crying demand for the measure, 
he felt justified in submitting it and asking 
for it the consideration of the House. 

The bill was read a first time. The second. 
stage will be taken next week. 


MEMBER’S PRIVILEGE. 
MR. GAVAN DUFFY'S 
COMPLAINT. 


On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Gavan Duffy again raised the question of the 
receht raid on his house. Jhe major portion 
of his remarks weve inaudible to the Press. 
He said that he brought the matter forward 
purely on impersonal grounds, and only be- 
cause it went to the root of the rights of the 
citizens of the Saorstat. The Minister for 
Home Afiairs, he observed, had taken re- 
sponsibility for the raid, and had faced the 
issue with his usual courage, in marked con- 
trast with the attitude of the President, who 
feigned indignation when the maiter was first 
raised. - 

He (Mr. Gavan Duffy) wanted to give the 
Government an opportunity of justifying what 
had been done, but one was somewhat dis- 
armed by the candour with which the Minister 
for Home Affairs had admitted his sin. He 
had the courage of his conviction, even when 
he was wrong. 

Tracing the circumstances following the 
raid, Mr. Gavan Duffy said that a relative of 
his went to Orie] House to make inquiries, 
but absolute ignorance of the “transaction ”’ 
was professed there. and the suggestion was 
made that the military had been concerned 
in. the raid. It was obvious that for a time 
somebody was not sure whether the raid was 
to be official or not. 

Dealing. with the seizure of documents in 
his house, the depuiy said. amid laughter, 
that he could imagine how the sleuth hounds 
of the Government danced with jov ,when 
some papers with reference: to Mr. Art 
O’Brien were found. The fact was that he 
happened to be a legal adviser to Mr. 
O’Brien since 1909. In semi-official circles it 
was stated that the object of the raid was 
the capture of Mr. de Valera. 

There had been a peace move developing 
at the time, in connection wiih which the 
Ministry might have had expected very in- 
teresting resulis. He was privately con- 
nected with that move. Another mau-—not 
connected with ihe Free State—who was in- 
timately. connected with the move, had had 
his house raided at the same time, and his 
papers searched. If raiding of that kind in 
deputies’ houses was to be coantenanced it 
would strike a serious blow at the constitu- 
tional Opposition. 


MINISTER’S JUSTIFICATION, 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home Afiairs, 
said that he had little to add to what Mr. 
Gavan Duffy himself bad said in justification 
of the raid. Stripped of histrionics and mock 
heroics, the facis were, roughly, as stated by 
the deputy. The house was searched because 
there was reasonable ground for believing that 
a much-wanted man was taking refuge there. 
He did not know who the: much-wanted man 
was; he was simplv told that there was 
reasonable ground for believing that he was in 
Mr. Gavan Duffy's house. He was asked if 
there was anything against having the house 
searched, and he said that there was not.. 

He was not present on the previous occasion 
when: Mr. Gavan Duffy “raised this matter. 
but he had read the report of the debate, and 
he then looked up the Conitution, and he 
found that the. Constitution gave the Dail 
power to make standing orders defining the 
rights and privileges of members of the Dail. 
The Dail had omitted to make such standing 
orders. He hoped that such standing orders 
would be made without delay, but. that no 
barrier would be erected against the Govern- 
ment’s forces searching a deputy’s house on 
well-defined grounds.

He was not suggestin 
Sar from his house. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy was not there when the raid 
took place—he had gone to his spiritual home 
abroad. If he (Mr. O'Higgins) had failed to 
act on the report that bad baen made to him, 
he felt that he would have deserved the wrath 
of Mr. Gavan Duffy as a taxpayer and rate- 
payer.. The only persons in the house at the 
time were the maids. 

It would ‘have been wrong if the Executive 
had not tried to secure the arrest’ of a man 
who, it was stated, had “been inciting to dis- 
order. and against the peace of the country. 
The suggestion of Mr. Gavan Duffy was that 
the Government wanted to see what his con: 
stituents thought of him. The Government 
had no curiosity’ on the point; neither had 
they any particular interest in his legal or 
historical papers. , 

SEIZED PAPERS. 


The papers that were removed were papers 


that reíerred-to a man who was in custody of 


) 


the Government and who was known to have 
been in the conspiracy against the State. 
He bad received two reports from the 
officers who had conducted the search. Thev 
discovered a file of papers relating to Mr. Art 
O’Brien and took possession of them, The 
man they were in search of was not in the 
house. Mr.. Dufiy may call the search any- 
thing he liked, but, concluded Mr. Higgins, 
“my withers are unwrung.”’ 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., said that 
after the statement of the Minister, the sooner 
the standing orders dealing with privilege 
were set up the betler. ‘the Minister had 
amply justified the authorisation of the search 
for a much-wanted man in the house of a 
deputy who was known: to be away at the 
time. A.man might take refuge in a house 
where he would not be likely to be admitted 
if the owner was there, and he thought that 
Mr. Gavan Duffy would be the first to admit 
that, under the circumstances, the search was 
justified. 

But when C.LD. men were sent to the 
house of any deputy for a wanted man, and 
that man was not there they ought to be 
warned scrupulously not to do anything be- 
yond searching for the man they wanted ; they 
ought, under no circumstances whatever, 
touch private papers or documents in the 
house. (Hear, hear.) For a long time, about 
Christmas, a little girl «n a bicycle regularly 
dropped a paper into his letter-box—a docu- 
ment which it was a crime at the time to have 
in one’s posession. If the forces of the Go- 
vernment had come to his house for a much- 
wanted man and found that paper he (Mr. 
FitzGibbon) might find himself in Kilmainham 
or Mountjoy. (Laughter.) i 

Deputies would have no privilege at al!, and 
could not do their duty to their constitdents 
if they could not recefve communications by 
post or otherwise without the risk of having 
their houses searched’ and such papers 
examined. He had received leiiers from 
persons that he did not know, some of them 
Republicans, asking him to do this, that. and 
the other thing, which he had no power to 
do, and in cases no will to do. If those papers 
were searched it might be found that the 
writers were deep in the black list. 

Therefore, if Ministers ordered the police 
to search the house of a deputy for a wanted 
man they ought to be told that thev had no 
right to do more tnan search for she man. 
and to avoid interference with á papers 
that they found in the house. 


SAFEGUARDING PAPERS. 

Mr. Johnson said that he thought that the 
Minister should not treat this question as it 
it were a light maiter, but consider it as a 
matter seriously affecting the whole chagacter 
of the Legislature and the responsible 
members _ there. The sanctity of the 
correspondence of members of the House 
ought to be protected, and he hoped that it 
would go out from the Ministry to the 
officials of the various departments that they 
must refrain from interfering with the private 
papers of any deputy. s 

The Minister íor Home Affairs. in replying. 
said that he had no hesitation in giving an 
undertaking that, so far as the forces at their 
disposal were concerned, if there was 
sufficient cause for authorising visits to 
deputies’ houses, explicit instructions would 
be given bearing on the matter of papers. 
The: question, however, would arise as to 
what would be put forward as a justification 
for the visit at all. That was a matter thal 
would have tv ve very carefully consideres!. 
In this case. insivuctions were given to visit 
the house for a wanted man; and he did not 
regard it as any lapse of duty on the part of 
the officer who had charge of that particular 
raid that, not finding the person sought for, 
he made certain investigations. 

The deputy was away at the time, and the 
information was that the house was being 
.used by a man evading arrest: and if he 
could use the house as a refuge for himsel/, 
he could. just as well use it for carrying on 
communications with others as part and 
parcel of the conspiracy.. In the course of 
the investigation the officer found the name 
of a person in cystody who was known to be 
an arch conspirator, and in these circoum- 
stances he did a proper. thing in bringing 
away the documents. 


Mr. FitzGibbon said that the explanation of | 


the Minister was satisiactory to him, and he 
attributed no blame to the officer. 

The House rose at 7 co ciock, and adjourned 
until o o clock to-day.
